Washington, Jan. 5.—Regarding the 
sensational reports from Santiago that 
the whole province had been inflamed 
by the nee ut order of tho war depart­ 
ment "concentrating all customs money 
in Havana,” thus threatening to throw 
thousands of Cubans out of employment 
it may be authoritatively stated that 
any excitement existing in Santiago is 
dne to a misapprehension of the war de­ 
partment’s order. It seems to have been 
taken for granted that the order con­ 
templates sending all currency collected 
for custom dues to Havana and tho* 
cutting off the governor of Santiago 
province from the employment of local 
labor. Hie fact is that the the officers 
in charge of customs at the various ports 
of entry are merely ordered to "make 
weekly reports to the collector of cus­ 
toms of the island at the chief port of 
all transactions at the subport over 
which he may have jurisdiction, with 
the copies of entries of merchandise duly 
certified.” 
The customs from all the reports in 
the island are to be used for tho better­ 
ment of tho conditions of Cubans, not 
only in Havana and Santiago, but else­ 
where. 
Expend!tort** will be divided as equifc- 
as possible so a* to relieve distress exist­ 
ing in various quarters and to make this 
relief correspond as nearly a* possible to 
the emergency. It would be just as 
equitable, it is argued, for the port of 
New York to re tain all the customs 
collected then- for expenditures in the 
island of Manhattan, as it would be for 
Havana or Santiago or any other town 
in Cuba to gobble all the custom© re­ 
receipt* for expenditures within their 
own borders. 
So far from the war d©;>artment con­ 
templating any curtailment of the relief 
work in Cuba, an order has already be* a 
issued to the governor general directing 
him to furnish work to every able bodied 
Cuban applying for it, at a fair rate of 
weekly wages, measured 
by Cuban 
standard* 
The order suggests that the 
best line* of employment are in sanitary 
work, road improvement and municipal 
works af various sorts. 
It is intended to offer a ( hance for re­ 
munerative work to all who are able to 
take advantage of it, and to cut off the 
gratuitiotts distribution of rations among 
thee© native* able to work for what they 
eat. The employment contemplated will 
not be offered, however, to any resident 
of the island who retain* his allegiance 
to Spain. 
Th© plan* so far formulated by the 
war department don’t touch the pay­ 
ment of the Cuban army, which has 
been urgently requested by General Go­ 
mez. but this matter is now under ad­ 
visement, and it is not impossible that 
tho war department will hold that it is 
quit© as much right to apply the income 
of Cuba to paying off these mon and 
thus giving them a new start in life, as 
it has to employ laborer* on public works 
with the same general end in view.

Lindon, Jan. 5.—The Daily Chronicle 
this morning quotes the opinion of an 
American now in China, who has re­ 
cently toured in Siberia, Mongolia and 
Manehura, as to American relation* 
with Russia and Great Britain.

* * There la a widespread feeling that 
tho taxes levied for state purposes form 
the larger portion of the burden im ­ 
posed upon taxpayers, but this popular 
fallacy is entirely dispelled by a single 
statement of facts, by way of compari­ 
son. The amount levied for state pur­ 
poses (aside from the school fund, which 
is ll oents on the IOO, and 1% cents for 
educational purposes) is only 17 cents, 
out of whioh all expenses of state gov­ 
ernment, including the judiciary, are 
paid—including also payments on state 
debt—while the average county levy is 
$1.47. 
"These comparisons are cited in the 
hopo that they may awaken the people 
to a more complete realization of the 
fact that complaint of oppression on ac­ 
count of taxation is due in large meas­ 
ure to local (muses rather than to in­ 
competency, mismanagement 
or 
ex­ 
travagance on the part of those into 
whose charge is given the administra­ 
tion of the fiscal affairs of tho common­ 
wealth." 
The governor then pays a high com­ 
pliment to the retiring auditor, A. G. 
Daily, Treasurer F. J. Scholz and Audi­ 
tor-elect Hart for tho gratifying condi­ 
tion of the state’s finances. 
"In this connection it is jiertment to 
mention that in the prosecution of the 
Spanish - American war, Indiana ad­ 
vanced to the federal government a sum 
of money approximating $200,000. 
This 
was used in the mobilization, equipment 
and forwarding of this state’s quota of 
troops, conformably with the call of the 
president. 
All claims on this account 
have boon filed with the proper authori­ 
ties at Washington and are being ad­ 
justed aa expeditiously as possible. 
Claims to tho amount of $107,102.55 
have already been formally passed upon 
by the auditor of the war department, 
and a warrant for that amount was de­ 
posited with tho state treasurer on Dec. 
20, 1898. 
The remainder of Indiana’s 
claims against the general government 
are in process of adjustment, and it is 
confidently expected that complete re­ 
muneration will be accomplished within 
9 comparatively brief period.

County and Tm. unhip Reform . 
"The need of reform in laws aud 
methods of county and township goy- 
eminent is manifest to all. 
Then* are 
not the proper safeguards around the 
I sneers delegated to county commission­ 
ers. 
They have power to levy taxes, 
make contracts, spend money aud make 
allowances and audit the books. Section 
7J850 of Burns’ Revised Statutes of 1894 
gives too much discretionary power to 
the county board. The state statistician, 
in answer to questions, finds that some 
counties have purchased court libraries. 
There is no law for such expenditure. 
The prodigality with which county funds 
are expended in some counties is the out­ 
growth of following precedents on tho 
ascending scale. 
Attorneys employed 
by commissioners in county litigation 
are not infrequently paid fees five times 
as large as would In* paid for like service 
rendered 
to 
ail 
individual 
client. 
Judges of the court are often 
ex­ 
travagant in their 
allowances. 
My 
attention has been called to the dis­ 
parity in such allowances by different 
judges for like service. 
The expendi­ 
tures of the township officials last year 
for 'outdoor relief’ amounted to $375,- 
206.92. 
This enormous expense is start­ 
ling. and reveals the dangerous methods 
aud lack of proper regard for public 
moneys. 
"The forthcoming report of the state 
statistician will reveal in town alii p gov- 
rnm ent a great disparity of costs per 
apita. 
The report will show a differ­ 
ence in the total county expenditures 
that varies from 79 cents to $15.10 per 
capita, or a disparity of rn arly 2,000 per 
cent. 
It shows a county of a lit th* more 
than 82,000 inhabitant* expends for 
county purposes five times a* much 
money as another county of more than 
70,000 inhabitants. 
"The cost of enforcement of criminal 
law* varies from 3 cents per capita to 29 
cents. 
"The expense of elections, etc., re­ 
pair*. and all other expenditures, varies 
from 31 cents up to $8.38 per capita. 
"I believe it safe to conclude, if proper 
safeguards are placed about th* so office 
wise, business aud economic methods 
adopted by counties, courts and town 
ships, there could be a saving of 20 j>* 
cent of present taxes for county and 
township purposes. 
The people demand 
a reform that will lessen the burden of 
taxation and not a misnomer that will 
augment expenses. 
Indiana's Good Name Dishonored 
"The good name of Indiana has K en 
dishonored by a lawless mob that took 
from the jail in Ripley county and 
lynched five men charged with burglary 
Even if these mon had been by a court 
found guilty, as charged, tho punish 
ment would have K en imprisonment 
and not death. 
All sense of justice and 
safety revolts against the mob as a tri 
banal for pronouncing judgm ents or ad 
ministering punishment.

Every person charged w ith crime has 
the right, nuder the constitution and 
laws of the state, to a fair and impartial 
trial. 
For a better guarantee of this 
right and to awaken a more lively in 
terest in the counties against lynchings 
aud whitecapping*, I recommend th* 
enactment of a law making the county 
responsible for such conditions and lia 
ble in a civil suit for damages. 
In the 
case of lynching the nearest of kin 
should be authorized to institute the 
suit, and for the offense of whitecapping, 
tho aggrieved party should have the 
right to recover damages. 
Any sheriff 
who permits a prisoner to be taken from 
his custody by a mob should be required 
by law to forfeit his office. 
Lax en 
forcement of laws eventually results iu 
the people taking the law into their own 
hands. 
"Quite recently the good nam** of Tn 
diana has again boon disgraced by a law 
less mob, who took from the Scott 
county jail a prisoner who was soon to 
be tried by a court of justice. 
Then * a* 
no palliating circumstances connect* 
with this brutal murder. 
Indication 
point to a conspiracy against this m an’s 
life, for the purpose of staling his lips in 
death, lest damaging disclosures in trial 
might reveal the wickedness and crime 
of others. This atrocious numb r appeals 
with new force to the legislators of In ­ 
diana for the enactment of a law that 
will forever stop this mockery of justice. ’ 
J udieiary. 
The governor recommends the ap 
pointment of a committee, to report at 
the next session of tho legislature, to 
have iu charge a thorough revision of 
the judiciary of the state. 
It is suggest 
ed by the executive that court districts 
could be established with the number of 
judges to correspond wit h the size of the 
district, and the judges thus chosen 
could alternate aud thus do away with 
the special judges, who have curst tile 
state $49,084.60 during the last three 
years. 
Tho governor says that under 
such a system fewer judges would be 
necessary to transact the business than 
now and better salaries could be paid as 
an inducement to securing the best men. 
‘During the past year repeated viola­ 
tions of the penal laws of the state 
against the waste of natural gas by tile 
Standard and other oil companies were 
permitted to go unpunished.

The state could not bring suit for a tem­

In every encounter with 
labor the workingman, however just 
their cause, emerge from the conflict 
the greeter sufferers. 
The opportnni 
ties of trusts in regard to wage reduo 
tions are exceptional, and their desires 
are always equal to their opportunities. 
They are not trammeled by state laws 
and the y d*.• fy federal anthonty. * 
Not only is the trust potent in con­ 
trolling wages, but in lobbying t heir in 
forests in law-making bodies and in con 
trolling the price of their products. Any 
combination or trust farmed for the pur­ 
pose of arbitrarily controlling Un* prU* 
of any product or article of manufacture 
or commerce, or any insurance combina­ 
tion, by which a compact or organiza­ 
tion, or conspiracy or confederation, is 
entered into for the purpose of controll­ 
ing aud determining the rah of insur­ 
ance, should be prohibited and severely 
punished os a conspiracy against the 
law of supply and demand and as an­ 
tagonistic to fair competition. 
"Tin* law . naeted two years ago is not 
sufficient, and the attorney general of 
the state <Ud not feel justified in at­ 
tempting to prosecute trusts under its 
provisions. 
I would urge upon this legislature 
the need of a law drastic enough to pre­ 
vent these conspiracies against fair com­ 
petition and just wages. 
State Board o f 16*1 coation. 
"There are some serious objections to 
the present composition of the state 
board of education. 
One of these ob­ 
jection*, founded upon justice, is that 
the counties have no representation on 
this board. 
It is in the township and 
district schools that the poorest school 
advantages are offered, aud these have 
no champion or representative on the 
board. 
Tho three state institutions 
numbering perhaps 3,000 students, have 
three 
representatives. 
The 
school 


enumeration of tho state shows 754,946. 
Of this number, approximately 40 per 
cent belong to city schools and have 
three representatives, while (JO per oent, 
or 485,165, belong to township and dis­ 
trict schools, and have no representation 
on the state board. 
Indiana’s Insurance Laws. 
"The fee and salary law of 1895 re­ 
pealed the law allowing the auditor of 
state JO per cont of all fees collected 
from insurance' companies. 
During Mr. 
Daily’s four years’ incumbency of the 
office there has been collected, in the 
insurance department, $681,249.98.

der existing laws, prior to 1895, IO per 
cent of this amount, or $68,424.98, would 
have been a part of the auditor’s emolu­ 
ments. 
Under laws now in force, it has 
only cost the state the salary of one in­ 
surance clerk, at $1,800 per year.

patriotic soldiers; it will also attest the 
appreciation of such service by all the 
people of the state. 
This monument 
lias been so long in construction that the 
managerial expenses amount to a vast 
sum. 
An appropriation should be made 
for t he completion of this work, w ith a 
specific provision that it shall be done 
within a stipulated time, in order that 
the expense of supervision of cons trac­ 
tion may cease. 
W ants a Primary Election Law. 
"The safety and perpetuity of a free 
government is in the keeping of the peo­ 
ple. If corrupt men are selected to make 
law*, and if incompetent men arc chosen 
to fill official positions, then evil results 
are certain to follow. 
The nomination 
of candidates for office should be as far 
removed as possible from the dominance 
of political leaders and ring politicians, 
giving to all voters an equal, free and 
untrammeled right to bo heard in the 
selection of candidates. 
I therefore rec­ 
ommend the enactment of a strict pri­ 
mary election law. 
Indiana State Soldiers’ Home. 
"The report of the board of trustee* .rf

I would recommend that the legislature 
authorize tho selling of 60 acres of 
ground belonging, but not adjacent, to 
the home. 
The disconnection with the 
home makes th*' land of but little value 
to the same, except the small income 
from rent.

The board

State Printing. 
"The aet of 1885, providing for public 
printing, binding aud stationary, should 
be amended so a# to mer* explicitly state 
what departments should receive their 
printing and stationary mn of the print­ 
ing fund, and also the number of tipi**** 
of each r**i*>rT that should Im* printed, 
exclusive of the documentary journal. 
In amending this law it would be well 
to reduce th** im m K r of senate and 
hon*** journals to the demand for the 
sam**.

There -In rn Id be a law requiring Kil­ 
ter business methods in supplying the 
legislature with stationary and supplies 
of different kinds. 
An oxamiuatnm of 
9 
the requisition# made by the committee* 
of former I* guilaturcs will emphasize 
the need for th* law heroin suggested. 
Farm ers’ Institutor 
The farm institutes of the state, 
nuder the #u}M*rrifiiou of the faculty of 
Purdue University, and under the direct 
control of Professor W, O. Latta, superin­ 
tendent of the experimental farm at Pur­ 
due, have accomplish* el much good for 
agriculture ami horticulture. 
In these 
institute# practical questions are dis­ 
cus-***!, thus preparing the farmer to 
meet in an intelligent way the new con­ 
ditions ami to solve the problems con­ 
fronting the husbandman today. 
The 
amount appropriated for this work is 
$5,000. 
I recommend that this amount 
be increased to at least $7,500. 
The ap­ 
propriation, thus increased, will be but 
half the amount appropriated by a ma­ 
jority of the surrounding states for car 
lying forward this work. 
Tho good be­ 
ing tau,- Acc*tutpushed is deserving ot 
the highest commendation. 
Criminal Insane. 
"There are now four insane convicts 
f 
in tho Indiana Reformatory and 16 in rj- 
*-S 
the state prison. 
The law now make# 
provision for an insanity inquest and 
the removal of the insane convicts to 
the insane hospitals. This cannot be 
carried out for lack of room. 
It is un­ 
wise, even if there should be room. 
I 
recommend that a place be provided for 
these insane criminal# in connection 
with one of the insane hospitals, whore 
they can'K* cared for and kept separate 


when bad roads abound. 
Discontent 
with country life is tho fruitage of tho 
thralldom of mud reads. 
Two years 
ag** I said to the general assembly that, 
‘while the road laws Hooded improving, 
their execution needed revolution. ’ Tho 
same need exists today in an aggravated 
form. 
The law requiring tho road 
supervisor to work all able-bodied men 
on tho highways during the months of 
April, May and June, in many in 
stan00s, is not faithfully enforced, and 
in some cases absolutely ignored. 
"The average road levy by the town­ 
ship trustee is about 20 cents on the $100. 
This raises a vast revenue, which is not 
expended w ith judgment aud fidelity. 
Tho railroads of tho state are assessed, 
in round numbers, at $154,000,000. This 
would create a revenue of nearly $800,- 
000. 
This is ‘farmed out’ between the 
railroads and the supervisor. A discount 
is made to the railroad, the ‘go-between’ 
makes his thousands, some of the super­ 
visors profit by the method, and tho 
cau.se of good roads suffers. 
The farmer 
is allowed to work out his road tax often 
by a slipshod method, which, if pursued 
by a road contractor, would end in bank­ 
ruptcy. 
The supervisor should bo hold 
under bond to faithfully execute the du­ 
ties of his office. 
He should bo given 
power to compel every man owing ser­ 
vice to the highways under the law to 
perform the same. 
All road tax should 
be paid in cash. ^serving to the paver 


from other prisoners and away from the 
inmates of the insane hospitals. 
Imported Orphan Children. 
"For many years Indiana lias been 
tho dumping-ground for dependent chil­ 
dren of other states. 
W ithin a few 
yoars several thousand of these have 
been placed within our borders. 
They 
occupy tho places that should be filled 
by the children we are supporting in or­ 
phans’ homes. 
In addition, a certain 
part of them become dependent, and 
some in prisons, insane hospitals and 
other institutions, remain a lifetime 
bin den on tho state. Indiana children 
are certainly as desirable as those from 
elsewhere. We should provide fear them. 
Only persons or 
organizations duly 
authorized by the board of state charities 
should be permitted to place children 
from without the state in families within 
our borders, aud a sufficient bond should 
tie required to indemnify the state 
against any expense by reason of any 
such child becoming dependent. 
The 
work of the board of state charities, 
through the state ago acy, in accordance 
with tile provisions of tho so-called de­ 
pendant children’s law, in relieving tho 
public of expense aud placing children 
in family homes, is commended. 
Am endm ent to School Law. 
"Tho law requiring tho state board of 
education, or the ‘board of commission­ 
ers,’ to advertise for 21 consecutive days 
in one daily paper of general circulation 
infthe cities of New York, Philadelphia, 
Chicago, Cincinnati and St. Louis, at 
each let ting of a contract of schoolbooks, 
should be amended. 
Advertisement in 
the great metropolitan journals outside 
the state is a useless expense. 
The 
superintendent of public instruction, in 
view of tho approaching letting of a con­ 
tract, is already deluged with letters 
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from ptibll dhg houses, desiring lo 
make bids, ar ti this, too, before any ad­ 
vertising lins bean done. The Ii,OOO ap­ 
propriated to meet this uxpenao Is held 
not to bo {continuous, while the stain to 
makes 
the 
advertising mandatory, 
Whor„ tho statutes command work re­ 
uniting the outlay at money in Its per­ 
formance, they should also make provis­ 
ion for the money to meet the necessary 
ex lease. 
State Entom ologist. 
“The appearance in the orchards of 
this state of the San Jowl scale and other 
dangerous insects, and also of fungu 
grow ths, thus endangering the hortioul- 
tural interests, made it necessary, in 
obedience to the demands of many men, 
appoint, in the absence of law, a state 
entomologist. Nurserymen could not, 
i in aune instances, ship their stock with­ 
al Out the state, unless accompanied by a 
J certificate from a state entomologist that 
j their stock was free from tho San Jose 
scale. Necessity haring thus become a 
law, I appointed Professor James Troop 
of Purdue University to this office for 
the time. I therefore recommend the 
passage of a law creating such an office 
, and defining the duties and powers of 
such official. 
V isiting Comm ittee. 
“The scandals growing out of the de­ 
plorable conditions existing in many of 
tho jails and poorfarms of the counties 
of the state (mil for legislation upon this 
(juestion. I therefore recommend the 
€ uactment of a law authorising the cir 
coit judge to appoint for each county 
non-partisan committee, to be composed 
of men and women, who shall visit at 
-ast once every three months all the 
charitable and penal institutions of the 
ormnty and report to the state board cf 
charities their condition, said committee 
to serve without compensation. 
Convict Labor. 
“ A Mil has been prepared and will be 
presente<i for your consideration look 
tog to the furnishing of work for the 
convicts to the state prison. 
Prom ho 
manitarinn consideration* the bill should 
become a law. It will afford temporary 
relief until some better plan can be 
enacted into law. 
Livestock Sanitary Coni m ission. 
“It is estimated that the loss of live­ 
stock from infections and contagious 
diseases in this state amounts to from 
18,000,000 to IS,OOO,OOO annually. It is 
of great importance that heroic remedies 
be applied and that the highest veterin 
ary skill shall be employed to Mop or 
minimise this groat loss. 
“Our present law is crude, expensive 
and does not meet the demands of the 
livestock interest*. 
My distinguished 
predecessor, the lamented Governor 
Matthews, to his message of 1897, after 
•peaking of the crudity and expense of 
lite present commission, said: *1 would 
recommend that the commission be dis 
continued, and to lieu thereof a nom 
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ut veterinary surgeon be appointed 
the governor, to I** known as the 
state veterinarian, and to discharge 
the duties now devolving upon the 
sanitary 
commission.* 
I 
desire to 
commend tho above recommendation 
as needful to best protect the livestock 
interests of the stat* 
The veterinarian 
should make such scientific study, in­ 
vestigation and experiments as he shall 
deem necessary in relation to the pre­ 
vention and cure of disease* among ani 
mal** and disseminate informal ion con­ 
cerning t he same. 
“Local health boards should cooper­ 
ate with the state veterinarian lo pre­ 
vent the spread of discases, and that offi­ 
cer should have power to quarantine 
and condemn. 
too governor should 
Mill have power, by proclamation, to 
quarantine the state against the importa­ 
tion of diseased animals. 
Sweeney's Report 
“ I beg to call especial attention to the 
valuable report of the stab' fish commis­ 
sioner. 
Through a judicious appropria­ 
tion, coupled with some wise laws for 
the protection and propagation of fish, 
and few the Mocking of Indiana lakes 
and streams with game fish, this inter­ 
est can be made a source of revenue to 
the people of the state, as well as af­ 
fording healthful recreation and whole­ 
some sport.
